The seven went to China from the Em m itsburg instil ti­ 
tian, hut are from different parts of the United States. 
Information given to The Gettysburg lim es by the 
state department at Washington I hi.-. afternoon, when 
inquiry was made concerning the* fate of the trapped 
missionary workers, was to the effect that earlier reports 
were somewhat exaggerated and that any danger of 
harm befalling the Catholic workers has been minimi zed. 
The state department, in making 
announcement to this infect, said 


that the American legation ar Pei­ 
ping had telegraphed the Chinese 
minister of foreign affairs to have 
troops rushed to the 
pot immedi­ 
ately 
Replies received fr<*m China are 
vague, apparently owing 
to tele­ 
graphic difficulties.
